We 
do  especially  recommend  the  planting  of  fruit  and  shade  trees  and  small  berry  plants 
except  Strawberry  plants.  The  roots  will  heal  where  cut  when  dug,  the  winter  rains 
will  settle  the  dirt  well  about  the  roots,  the  tree  will  be  ready  to  start  with  the  first 
movement  of  sap  in  the  spring  and  you  will  have  25%  more  growth  and  almost  a 
perfect  stand  on  the  planting.  Then  too  you  will  have  more  time  to  make  the  plant¬ 
ing  in  the  fall  after  you  have  harvested  your  fruit  and  are  awaiting  pruning  time.  By 
fall  planting  time  we  mean  any  time  that  the  ground  is  not  frozen  during  the  fall  and 
winter  months.  If  you  get  a  cold  snap  and  then  it  warms  up  go  ahead  and  do  your 
planting  but  in  late  planting  be  sure  and  finish  each  tree  as  it  is  planted  and  draw  a 
mound  of  earth  about  it  12  inches  tall  to  protect  it  against  swaying  by  winter  winds. 
In  all  cases  where  fall  planting  is  done  do  not  trim  your  trees  ’till  spring.  Remem¬ 
ber  it  is  essential  that  the  stock  be  well  matured  and  if  you  are  dealing  with  the  right 
kind  of  a  nursery  they  won’t  ship  ’till  the  stock  is  right.  We  are  sure  you 
wiJl  find  fall  planting  much  to  your  advantage  and  we  will  do  our  part  to 
supply  you  good  stock,  sc  let  the  order  come  forward  now  so  we  can  pre¬ 
pare  to  ship  at  the  right  tune.
